Faith for Temporal Supplies of no Little Importance. 





The writer of the epistle to 
the Hebrews teaches that it is 
not possible to please God 
without faith. This writer 
gives quite a lengthy chapter 
in his description of faith and 
enumerates the rnany things 


that have been accomplished 


by it. He gives the names 
of quite a number of the saints 
and patriarchs who were 
possessors of a good supply of 
this valuable and indispensi- 
ble virture. 

The faith that was displayed 
by those men was not a mere 
profession of faith, but it was 
evidenced by what followed. 
Enoch translated, Noah prep- 
ared the ark, Abraham went 
out from his kindred and peo- 
ple, Sarah gave birth to a son, 


Abraham offered Isaac, Moses 
and Israel passed through the 
Red sea the walls of Jerico fell 
down, the mouths of lions 
were stopped, women received 
their dead raised to life again, 
and all these andmany others 
received a good report through 
faith. 

It is plain to be seen that 
faith that is really faith aecom- 
plishes something. Then if 
Il say I have faith I must show 
some evidence of my faith or 
those to whom I declare I 
have faith can justly express a 
doubt as to whether I tell the 
truth or not. ’’ Even so faith, 
if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone. Yea, a man 
may say, Thou hast faith, and 
| have works: show me thy 


faith without thy works, and 
will show thee my faith by 
my works. Thou believest 
that there is one God; thou 
doest well: the devils also be- 
heve, andtrenible. ~ But wilt 
thou know. © vain man, that 
faith without works is dead?’ 
(Jas. 2:17-20, ) 

If I seek for the salvation of 
my soul and would come to 
{od for the forgiveness of sins 
I ‘‘must believe that God is, 
and that He is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek 
Him.” But as faith is sub- 
stance the first thing I will do 
as it begins to act is to confess 
and repent. ‘‘If we confess 
our sins, He is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins.’’
